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Sewage treatment plant best 2012 news 


Transit will be 
an issue for 
debate in 2013, 
says regional 
chair 
Penny Coles 
Niagara Advance 


As the year comes to a 
close, regional chair Gary 
Burroughs can point to 
some successes in 2012 
that make him particularly 
pleased, and some excit¬ 
ing and challenging proj¬ 
ects he anticipates for the 
coming year. 

At die top of his list of 
accomplishments for the 
past year was the funding 
announcement for the 
new water treatment plant 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

But before anyone 
accuses the Niagara-on- 


the-Lake politician of 
beingparochial, Burroughs 
hastens to add the funding 
was really good news for 
the region. 

The existing Lakeshore 
Road sewage treatment 
plant in NOTL is out of 
capacity and has to be 
replaced, and it's been on 
the regional list of neces¬ 
sary infrastructure proj ects 
for years. 

The news that the cost 
of the $43.3 million facility 
would be shared by the 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernment allows the region 
to move forward on the 
project, knowing that 
instead of the entire finan¬ 
cial burden to be borne by 
the region, their contribu¬ 
tion will be just one-third, 
or $14.5 million. 

"That's good news for 
all of us," said Burroughs. 

Water and waste water 
has been an important 


issue at the region for 
another reason as rates are 
expected to rise for most 
municipalities, and while 
that's not welcome news to 
the taxpayer, the region is 
looking at ways to make 
sure the issue is under¬ 
stood, says Burroughs. 

Betty Matthews- 

Malone, the Region's 
director of water and 
wastewater services, has 
been visiting municipal 
councils to explain the 
complicated rate struc- 

Niagara's municipalities 
buy their water and waste- 
water capacity from the 
Region, with the exception 
ofWainfleet. 

The rest of the munici¬ 
palities will be charged 
under a new system—they 
will pay for sewage flows, 
so that the more they use, 
the more they pay. 

While Port Colborne is 


expected to see the largest rates are expected to go up 
hike, at $75 per household, $27 per household, while 
Thorold residents can expect Fort Eries is pegged at a 
an increase of $48.

While water rate increas¬ 
es are frustrating, Burroughs 
points to increased efforts to 
explain water and waste 
water rates to residents who 
are concerned about their 
water bills. 

That's just one of the 
regional initiatives to 
improve communication, he 

Another is a survey to 
allow Niagara residents to 
have their voices heard 
when it comes to regional 

The Region contracted 
with a national market 
research firm to conduct an 
online survey that covered a 
range of topics, with a focus 
on top regional issues, com¬ 
munications and public 
engagement. 

Improving communica¬ 
tion has been identified as a 
priority with residents 
he said, and he 
intends for the infor¬ 
mation received 
through the regional 
survey to help. 

Key findings will 
be made public in 
the new year. 

Another effort to 
communicate better 
and be more forth¬ 
coming with infor¬ 
mation is a "capital 
budget visualization 


tool,” Burroughs explains, 
that shows how the Region 
plans to spend $1.6 billion 
over the next 10 years. 

The Region now has an 
online mapping system that 
shows infrastructure proj¬ 
ects planned over the next 
decade, how much they will 
cost, and timelines that will 
show residents whether they 
are likely to be inconve¬ 
nienced and for how long. 

"These are projects that 
will affect individuals and 
businesses in every commu¬ 
nity. You can go online and 
see what work is planned, 
whichever municipality you 
live in," says Burroughs.

Some of the projects will 
have photos of existing 
infrastructure and drawings 
of what it will look like when 
the work is completed, he 


"This shows you what's 
going on in your neighbour¬ 
hood, and where your money 
is being spent, for those peo¬ 
ple who want to know." 

Many people are only 
interested in what the region 
is doing when water doesn't 
come out of their taps or 
their garbage isn't picked 
up, he said, but for those 
who care to know more 
about what the 
region is doing, that 
information is now 
available. 

Another excit¬ 
ing development 
for the coming year, 
said Burroughs, is 
the work of the 
new Niagara 
Region-led depart¬ 
ment of economic 
development, with 
local experts look¬ 
ing at attracting 
new business. 

"We keep hear¬ 


ing that phrase, 'we're open 
for business'," said 
Burroughs. "At the region, 
we've put those words into 

The department has a 
new focus and a new atti¬ 
tude: what can we do to help 
businesses interested in 
locating in the region. 

"It's a different attitude 
that says a new business any 


where in the region is good 
for the region, and good for 
all of us. We want to be 
involved from the beginning, 
to make sure we do what¬ 
ever we can to help." 

Finally, for 2013, 
Burroughs expects a conver¬ 
sation about regional transit, 
as the pilot program has just 
one more year to go. 

"There will be a discus¬ 


sion about whether there is 
a need for inter-municipal 
transit, and I think there is. I 
hope the discussion isn't 'we 
don't need it', but "how do 
we do it?' I don't think the 
region should be in the busi¬ 
ness of transportation. I do 
think, together, all of us can 
work together to provide 
what's best for the residents 
of Niagara."

Gerry Bucsis, a family 
support councillor with the 
Niagara Regional Alzheimer 
Society, can't say enough 
about a day program at 
Upper Canada Lodge. 

It's run by Darlene 
Jackson three days a week, 
with about 20 participants. 


It's ideal for clients who 
want to get out of the house 
and socialize, providing dis¬ 
cussion groups, crafts, 
games, exercise programs 
and outings in the commu¬ 
nity, and it helps caregivers 
looking for a bit of a break. 

The only problem with 
the program is that it is full 
and has a waiting list, while 
what Bucsis would really 
like to see is it extended to 
five days a week. 

That's not going to hap¬ 
pen without additional 
resources, she says. 

At any one time, Bucsis 
has 60 to 80 clients and care¬ 
givers she oversees, the 
majority of them from 
Niagara-on-the-Lake with a 


few from the north end of 
Niagara Falls. She loves to 
refer clients to the program 
at Upper Canada because it 
provides activities for men 
and women with a huge 
range of issues and cogni¬ 
tive abilities. 

And in a perfect world, 
under an expanded pro¬ 
gram, activities could be 
offered according to interest 
and ability—that happens 
to some degree now, but not 
as much as it could. 

It's easier to find activi¬ 
ties that interest women, 
she says—they are more 
inclined to join the program 
for the social aspect. 

Men typically need to be 
convinced.

Behavioral issues can be harder to deal with than memory loss 
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But once they've been 
persuaded to try the day 
program, they enjoy it, she 
says, especially if they can 
take part in discussions of 
politics or world events. 

When Bucsis meets new 
clients in town, the Upper 
Canada Lodge day program 
is just one option she can 
recommend. New clients 
may be in the very early 
stages of the disease, and 
they and their families may 
want to learn more about 
the resources that are avail¬ 
able to them. 

Memory clinics in the 
region are doing a good job 
of diagnosing Alzheimer 
patients early, she says. 

But memory loss is not 
the only symptom, and it's 


not always the hardest to 
manage on a daily basis. 

"Both caregivers and cli¬ 
ents with dementia are often 
surprised by the behavioral 
issues," says Bucsis. 

"They may lose their 

reason, become argumenta¬ 
tive and lose their social fil¬ 
ters. People don't always 
realize this comes as part of 
the disease." 

The counselling Bucsis 
provides varies according to 
the situation—sometimes, 
she deals exclusively with 
the caregiver, offering cop¬ 
ing skills and explaining the 
resources to help them. 

"It's a 36-hour day for 
caregivers—that's what it 
feels like with you're looking 
after someone with demen¬ 
tia. Sometimes it helps just 
to talk to somebody. Ifyou're 


going to take care of some¬ 
one with a regressive illness, 
you have to take care of 
yourself." 

There is a growing need 
for services in Niagara, she 
says, not only because the 
region has an aging popula¬ 
tion, but because more and 
more people are arriving 


from outside the region, 
choosing to relocate because 
Niagara is such a wonderful 
place for seniors to live. 

"We're at the limit of what 
we can offer," she says. 

"We need more resourc-

Growing up in Scotland 
meant you absorbed tradi¬ 
tions from way back and 
New Year was just loaded 
with them. 

For instance you were 
not supposed to wish any¬ 
one ‘A Happy New Year' 
until it actually was New

Year, so the last week of 
December you would hear 
'all the best when it comes'. 

First Footing was very 
traditional and referred to 
the first foot over the door 
in the New Year - the per¬ 
son (preferably male) must 
have dark hair, and came 
bearing gifts, drink (usually 


a bottle of whisky) food, 
should be fruit cake or 
shortbread, and in the old 
days a lump of coal for the 
fire to ensure warmth for 
the year to come, ah tradi- 

My husband Tom and I 
were both fair haired so we 
had to wait till we were sure 
someone with dark hair got 
there first. 

And of course prior to all 
this the house had to be 
cleaned from top to bot- 

There were some extreme 

ing the old year out, like my 
paternal grandmother (she 
was Irish) even the coals in 
the fireplace, still hot and 
smoldering were taken out 


and dumped in the garden 
and a new fire set and lit 
(though sometimes because 
of the heat in the grate it 
would light up instantly). 

This same lady was very 
much against strong drink 
which pretty well covered 
any liquor, but she made 
her own wines, which were 
all ‘good for you.’ 

One in particular, which 
she called ‘Potato Wine’ 
would nearly blow your 
head off if you took more 
than a sip. Pardon me 
digressing but it is that time 
of year. 

The next day - Jan. 1, 
everyone was up bright eyed 
and bushy tailed (well we 
tried) because the feasting 


Traditionally (and by 
golly the Scots are big on 
tradition) there was a choice 
of game fowl, like pheasant 
but most often it was 
between roast beef and 
steak pie. 

I remember taking the 
large steak pie dish (with 
our name taped on) down 
to the butchers and it would 
get picked up a couple of 
days later, covered in thick 
puff pastry - and nestling 
underneath the steak and 
kidney with thick gravy - 
this is making me hungry. 

Tradition of the Scots 
kind is still alive and well 
here in Niagara where there 
has been a Scottish Society 
for many years, though now 
it only functions in a social

Aging well in Niagara an important discussion with NOTL median age at 51 


NOTL continues 
to experience 
economic 
growth 

The recent appearance 
of Senior’s View in the 
Advance came about from 
discussions with editor 
Penny Coles about articles 
specifically focused on 
issues related to seniors. 

A number of years ago 
the late Bill Newell wrote a 
column in the Niagara 
Advance entitled Senior’s 
Circle, and in a practical 
sense Senior’s View is a revi¬ 
sion of that column. As each 
writer brings unique life 
experience to the task, obvi¬ 
ously the view is different 
than the circle. 

I did some research at 
the NOTL Public Library 
which has back issues of the 
Niagara Advance on micro¬ 
fiche, to review some of his 
articles. He certainly did 
write about his personal life

experience and opinions. 
He was perhaps best known 
for his critique of Town 
Council, especially regard¬ 
ing high taxes paid by resi¬ 
dents and various zoning 
bylaws and Ontario 
Municipal Board hearings 
that challenge local bylaws. 

Bill was also a Second 
World War veteran, active 
with the NOTL Legion, and 
was passionate about public 
support for our veterans. 

What I found most inter¬ 
esting was his reflections on 


life experience, like during 
the depression years when 
his mother would invite a 
stranger at their door to join 
them in sharing a dinner 
meal. Bill also wrote about 
lessons learned earlier in 
life, and about challenges of 
becoming more mature. 

These and other topics 
are subjects I hope to also 
reflect on in the coming year 
with Senior’s View. As with 
other columns I hope to stir 
debate over issues of impor¬ 
tance to our community, 
with some perspective from 
the latter half of life. 

Which leads me into the 
subject of aging, as we 
change the year’s calendar 
on the wall. 

Recendy I attended an 
Aging Well in Niagara con¬ 
versation about the needs of 
seniors held at the commu¬ 
nity centre. During the intro¬ 
ductory presentation it was 
pointed out that in 2006 the 
median age of Niagara 
Region’s population, at 42.1 


years, was the second high- 


was the highest at 42.8. 

In the 2011 census 
Niagara Region's median 
age had increased to 44.4, 
yet more specifically to our 
community, our median age 
was 51.0. To me this is an 
indicator that the Aging Well 
in Niagara is an important 
discussion for us in NOTL. 

My key observation at the 
table was to point out the 
difference in expectations 
between long term NOTL 
residents and those who 
have moved here more 
recendy. 

I point this out not to cre¬ 
ate an ’us and them 1 divi¬ 
sion, but to appeal to com¬ 
munity services and organi¬ 
zations to be aware of the 
different needs, including 
opportunities to incorporate 
those who are not long term 
residents. This is not so 
much about brushing off the 
welcome mat, as it is creat¬ 
ing access to the community 


network. 

On another topic: I’m 
not one of those ’New Year 
Resolution’ types who make 
promises they forget about 
as quickly as Christmas 
credit card statements arrive. 
I will, however, confess that 
one year, a long time ago, I 
purchased an exercise bike 
which I used until it wore 
out, or broke (the verdict 
was never decided.). 

Instead, one of the year 
end practices I’ve had is to 
review my date book and 
make a list of significant 
events of the past year per¬ 
taining to both professional 
and personal life. 

The object of this mental 
review exercise is to really 
look ahead. I know there will 
be habits and practices of 
the past that will continue 
into the New Year, but I 
annually take time to reflect 
on conscious decisions (not 
resolutions) to make adjust¬ 
ments in my life that will 
keep pace with who I am at 


this current life stage. 

In keeping with that it is 
significant to note that for 
my current task of writing a 
senior’s column my editor 
did ask apolitically, “Are you 
really a senior?” 

Well, that depends on 
definitions? We all know the 
federal government is 
changing the definition to 
an older age. And, no, I’m 
not... that age yet. So to jus¬ 
tify my space and ink, 
Statistics Canada acknowl¬ 
edges ongoing debates 
about the definition of 
’senior’, including ’elderly’ 
as’past middle age.’ 

If we accept the 2011 cen¬ 
sus that median age for resi¬ 
dents of NOTL is 51.0, and 
the dictionary qualifier as 
being past that, then yes, 
according to some indica¬ 
tors, I’m in that elderly cate¬ 
gory. 

And if you don’t buy that 
argument, at least my view 
of life comes from a head of 
grey hair.

2013 WATER & WASTEWATER RATES 


The Council of the Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake has passed a by-law to amend water and wastewater rates, 
effective January 1,2013. A decision was made in 2011 to amend the rale structure to provide for a graduated 
fixed charge based on water meter size (which relates to the water service connection) and was done so after 
careful consideration of a financial plan for each of the water distribution and wastewater collection systems to 
ensure their long-term sustainability. 

The fixed monthly charge and variable rate for water will increase by 5% over last year’s charge and rate. 

The fixed monthly charge and variable rate ter wastewater will increase by 4% over last year’s charge and rate.
